Comparative Finances. 


One of the tricks resorted to by Reform 
politicians with a view to proving that the 
condition of the Dominion finances is bad 
isto contrast the gross Federal expendi- 
ture of the United States and Canada, and 
to show that the per capita expenditure of 
the one count: maller than that of the 
other. Thus, itis stated that in 1883-4 
the Americans spent $305,000,000, or, cal- 
culating the population of fifty-five mil- 
lions, $6.64 per head of the population, 
while Oanada, in the same year, with no 
interest on @ war debt to meet, spent $38,- 
730,167, or, calculating the population at 
five millions, $5.76 per head of the popu- 
lation. 

‘This comparison is very plausible on the 
face of it, but it is re unjust, The 
finances of Hoste, conntries admit of a 
comparison only upon one condition, and 
thst is that the difference. in the division 
of responsibilities between the Federal 
Government and the State or Provincial 
Govetnmenta in each case be taken into 
account. The Dominion finances to-day 
meet expenditures which jn the United 
States falknot upon the Federal authorities 
but upon.the State governments. To be- 
gin with, the United States exchequer fur- 
nishes no subsidies to the various States. 
Each State raises its own revenue by direct 
taxation. Here, on the other hand, the 
Dominion treasury supplies the provinces 
with the large proportion of their income, 
the sum of $3,603,714 being paid out an- 
nually with that end in view and with the 
result of preventing the flevying of direct 
taxes. Then, again, the-Dominion has as- 
sumed $28,000,000 of provipcialdebts. The 
unnual interest upon this is $1,500,000, 
Thore is no analogous expenditure ip the 
United States, each State having to pro- 
vide for its own liabilities. Hore the 
Federal Government pays the salaries of 
the Licut.-Governors, $68,000, the salaries 
and expenses of all the provincial judges, 
$644,144, and it maintains the canals and 
supports lines of railway, from both of 
which sources there isa large though in-

Systematic Undervaluation Proved, 


From the Mail's Correspondent, 

Montrxat, Jan. 3.—Some months since 
Mr. §, J. O'Hara, deputy collector, and 
Mr, Ambrose, appraiser of the Customs 
here, made the largest seizure, so far as 
the value of the imports was considered, 
that had ever occurred in Canada. It was 
patent modicines which Messrs. Ayer :& 
Co., of Lowell, Mass., were eharged with 
entering under their proper value at the 
ports of Montrealand St. John's, Quebeo ; 
Toronto, Hamilton, and London, Ontario ; 
St, John, N. B., and Halifax, N, 8. The 
company, as has been their,practiee for fit 
teen years, transferred the goods after en- 
tering the invoices at the Custom-houses 
and paying the duty,to the firms at each of 
the ports mentioned which acted as agente 
for the sale of the various compounds on 
commission. Ever since the seigure was 
made last spring the staff of officials in the 
local Custom house has been almost um 
ceasingly engaged in making a searching 
investigation, the principal part of the om- 
quiry.develying on those who sade the 


tare. 

eaBeatck for information reached te thp 
period when the company. commenced im- 
porting its-nostrumsto the Dominion, al- 
though the Tariff Act limits the Goy 
ment to proceeding further back for unpaig 
duty than three years, ves 
en, under oath at all the porte where bhp 
medicine was stored im bonded worehouscs 
and by commission in the States, anumber 
of former employes of the company having 
soluntecrod their evidence, and wero Ox- 
amined as to their knowledge. When af 
the factsof the case, as they wore develop- 
ed, are hereafter published in a bluebook 
for the information of Parliamont, itia om 
sorted it will be therein proved that the 
same practice of under-valuation oxisted 
during the whole connection of the Amori- 
can company with its business in Onnade 
for fifteen. years. After hearing all the 
evidence that Mr. Donald Macmaster, Q. 
C., could submit to the department in de- 
fence of his clients, the caso was takor 
under consideration by the Minister of 
Customs, who gave judgment on Novembee 
16th last that tho company was indebted te 
the Dominion revenue in the sum of 
$147,900 for unpaid duty and fora ponalty 
of fifty per cent, on the amount for com- 
mittinga syatematic breach of the Tariff Act. 
The conpany was at once notified by the 
Commissioncr, of Customs to pay the 
amount of the claim within fifteen days 
from the date of his letter or the consign: 
ments of the medicino at the various ports 
would bo put up to auction and sold, ‘The 
time allowed fordepositing the money ox- 
pired on the Ist Deoombor lant, but as Mr.

Bowell by virtue of the sale made nearly 
two years before I became Treasurer, 

Mr. Meagher then wished me to return 
him the money he paid, but 1 explained to 
him that the money had been paid over to 
the Township, and I could do nothing ip 
the matter, his application should thew be 
made to-either Mrs. Bowell or the Town- 
ship Council 

The law ia plain enough that Imust re- 
ceive the taxes from any one who may 
tender them: The County Treasurer is 
supposed not to know who owns noii-resi- 
dent land, as no names are required to be 
given him. 

But for sake of argument supposd a case, 
of a person paying taxes on an advertised 
lot before the sale, and after the sale is over 
demanding the money to be refunded him, 
ashe did not own the land, If such was 
law or business, how easily every sale could 
be defeated, and tho collection of taxes by

The Failures in Busloess Show a Marked 
pution in Amount, 


New York, Dec. 31.—In their annual 
circular, Dun, Wiman, & Co,, report that 
the business failures in Canada in 1885 
numbered 1,266, with liabilities of $8,861,- 
609 as against 1,327 in 1884, with liabilitios 
of over $19,191,074, The decrease in num- 
bor of casualties as compared with 1854, is 
but slight, but the fact that tho Habilitios 
were less in 1885 by nearly $11,000,009 
shows that tho failures are of far los signi- 
ficance and importance, The ayorage 
amount of tho liabilities for each failure 
which in 1884 was$14,462, in 1886 is but a 
little over $7,000. Ono trader in 56 failed 
in 1885 ns compared with ono in 50 in 1884.

The Toronto organ of the Grit party has

In sspecch which he recently delivered, 
the HonDavid Mills made Sevens ate

So they concocted the present Franchise 
Bill, which enabled them to appoint the 
men who had the power of saying who 
shoald.yote and who should not. He did 
aob.carewho they appointed, whether they 
Wore judges or not, they were the croatures 
of the Government all the same. It had 
beon.pointed out that in some constituen- 
cies good, reliable men had been appoint 
ed. That was all right. Those were con- 
atituencies where the vote was all onesided. 
In.tho close constituencies, where a few 
votes might turn the scale either way, the 
Government would appoint its own tools. 
He claimed that it was a misnomer to call 
theso -officers Revising-barrieters. They 
revised nothing. They weressimply list 
makers, and had the power of doing as 
they pleased. The Reform party had op- 
posed this Act because not only was tho 
principle bad, but because no change of 
this-kand should be made withext the con- 
wont ofthe people. He declared that the 
Government was simply a Government by 
conspiracy and not by the popular voice of 
the people. He claimed they were securing 
themselves in the same way asthe despots 
of Mexico, andof the South American Re- 
publics, who, when they attained power, al- 
tered the constitution to keep themselves 
at the head of affairs, regardless of the wish 
of the, people.

He ucknowledged his defeat, but was 
willing to submit to the choice of the people. 
During the canvass much had come under 
his observation that needed attention dur- 
ing the goming year, but now he would be 
relieved of the responsibility. Hoe felt 
grateful to those who had supported him in 
the contest, -Phey had worked faithfully 
through the soaking rain and he appreciat- 
ed ther efforts, although they had been in 
vain, He concluded with the remark that 
he would not detain them longer, as he 
might have somutiiuy to say to them on 
another da (Prolooged applause.)

“\ PENSIONS AND REWARDS.” 


Under this heading our local contempor- 
ary, in its issue of Monday, indulges ' in 
some wholly unwarranted statements and 
insinuations concerning the consideration 
accorded to the members of the late Mi) 
land Battalion who were wounded or other- 
wise disabled whilst on servico in the North 
Weat. The object is transparent, as ‘* the 
Government” are acoused of having acted 
unjustly—of having given too much to one, 
too little to others. and nothing what- 
ever to the remaining sufferers. Boforo 
discussing the.complaints alleged, we may 
stave that the Government cannot possibly 
be cousurablo in the premises, Having 
arranged a scalo chipsosea and rewards 
which is of a liberal character, they ap- 
pointed boards of medical men and military 
officers in each district before whom tho 
applicants were examined and who reported 
to the Government the amount ‘to which 
they considered each claimant entitled. 

The allegations which were mado by our 
contemporary are 4s follows : 

Last Friday there were three cheques received 
here from the Militia Department at Ottawa, 
Sergt. Wrighton, a veteran of the Orimea, who 
served twenty-two years in Her Majeaty’s forces, 
was wounded in the gallant charge of Batoche.

Til-natured things have been said ip this con 
nection, but even if Capt, Lazier was not pre- 
disposed to rheumatism and was really chagrined 
at not being able to run the risk of being kaulled 
or wounded at Batoche, why is there euch a dis- 
tinction made in the amount of the reward? It 
cannot be because the others have less need of it, 
and the general impression is that the others were 
not so fortunate in the matter of family connec- 
tion, Weare far from saying that Lazier got 
too much, but why such a paltry amount to the 
others? 

Lieut. Halliwell, the sctual leader of the 
charge, under Col, Williams, who was very ser- 
jously wounded indeed, has had no recognition 
from the Department. The gallant lieutenant 
may never be able to use his bled arm, but 
then perhaps he is one of the class designated by 
our gallant Minister of Militiaas only ‘foed for 
gunpowder.’ 

Private Bell was seriously injured by a fall 
while gving out and lay for months between life 
and steath, Ashorttime ago he married, but 
injury to his head by his accident has caused 
bim to be subject to fits. He ism utterly des 
titute circumstances and the personal exertions 
of one of the officers, who is an honor to his 
Peoreasion: collected enough the other day from 

is comrades to procure him food and tuel to 
put him over Sunday, * 

There is considerable indignation amobg our 
citizens over this matter and if thy members of 
other battallions are showa the same scurvy 
treatment that all except one favored mndividual 
of the Belleville contingent have received, things 
will be made hot for those responsible, 

There is a homely adage that ‘* fools and 
children should never see half done work,” 
and if, on our stating that the work of the 
commission has been only balf done in this 
caso,our contemporary feels that the eae 
ism applies to it, well. and good. ‘True, 
on Friday lasst Color Sergt. Wrighton re- 
ceived but $92, Corporah Daly $153 and 
Capt. Lazier $547.74, which was the 
amount due to them as the pay of their re- 
spective ranks, from August last. Wrighton 
previously been the recipient of two 
months pay, and is earning a decent living 
as caretaker of the Young Men's ‘Conser- 
vative Club’s rooms, whilst Lieut, Halliwell, 
instead of having ‘thad no recognition from 
the Department,” has received the full 
amount of bis pay as Lieutenant up to 
Dec. Ist. 

As to Private Bell’s case we have learned 
that it has been dealt with in the same 
manner as the other cases by the gentlemen 
who compose the medical and military 
boarda, he having been paid $50 in advance 
of the board examining him 


Further, the officers and men who have 
been permanently injured will be pensioned 
according to the scale laid down by the 
Government, 

Our contemporary has thus not only, 
owing to lack of knowledge and political 
splenitis, made itself ridiculous by com 
menting on an imaginary grievance, but it 
has discredited itself by a foolish and ground- 
less attack on the Government. Its sneer 
at Capt. Lazior is characteristically con- 
temptible and is totally unwarranted, as 
Capt. Lazior was prostrated by rhoumatiam, 
which kept himin bed for weeks. The 
insinuation as to Capt, Lazier’s family con 
nection is equally vicious. Ho was paid at 
tho rate of $3.57 per day—the pay of his 
rank—and Liout.

Mr. Cameron's entire story is an unfor- 
tunate concoction, The hon. gentleman 
may probably regard it as clever, and a 
few people may make merry over his bril- 
liant inventiveness, But we fail to seo 
what cleverness there is in saying that 
which is not true ; or what cause for merri- 
ment there can be over misrepresentations, 
smart though these misrepresentations may 
be.

PARCELS POST. 

We have mueh pleasure in inéerting the 
following item of interest, relative to par- 
cels post, copied by the Toronto Mail from 
the Morning Post. newspaper of London, 
England. When we see leading papers 
like the above calling attention to the im- 
portence of the subject, we may trust that 
it is in a fair way ere long of being put in- 
to practical operation : 

“The Canadian correspondent of the 
Morning Post raiseg a question of practical 
interest which must often have occurred to 
all whose dealings with Canada are at all 
intimate, The writer enquires why the 
parcels post system has not yet been ox- 
tended to the Dominion. In India he had 
been able to obtain a parcel by post from 
the Mother Country at any little post office, 
many miles from any railway, where tho 
postmaster could barely read the English 
addresses, Yet in Canada, with its highly 
civilized and rapidly growing English speak- 
ing population, no facilities whatever exist 
for the transmission of parcels to Great 
Britain by podt. It is well that attention 
should be called to this deficiency, but we 
believe that both the Imperial and the 
Canadian postal authorities have been 
endeavoring for some little time past to 
effect arrangements for the satisfagtory 
ostablishment of a parcels post between the 
two countries.

Bat ho 
still held that with this ayatem properly 
applied he cotld make ‘aa fine chocso 
ab any man could wish for, By a uni- 
form temporaturo ®. maker could bring 
about uniform results, If they kept 
eal erature of their curd at 00 
instead of 94°, ho said, it would require two 
hours before salting, but if it was keps 
at 98° it would only require one hour. As 
regards the stock of cheese on the market 
at prosont, ho said it was not known exact- 
ly, but the roporta from Liverpopl put it 
for that market at 54,000 and Now York 
had about 24,000 cheese, or had less than 
last year, but as regards the others nothing 
definite was known, 
Mr. Derbyshire said that he understood 
by reports that by the firat of June the old 
stocks would bé worked off the market, and 
then the Liverpool market would be ready 
in time to receive tho now atock or cheese, 
The reporta were very misleading, as tho 
buyers wouldreport 30,000 boxes on a 
day when business “was ‘good, and on ao 
bad day they would only haye some 10,000 
boxes.

that monures anderlilixers used on psa- 
turesare thrown away, The very opposite 
is the truer this, Where the land does 
not oxceed $150 per acre, the pastures will 
be the moat valuable part of the farm. No 
foddor is a0 cheap as undried grasses and 
clover, but the pastures should not bo 
overstocked, To save pastures, feed some 
bran daily in the fall, also corn atalka and 
small ears of corn over tho fonce. The 
larger oara can bo fed to the pigs. Onco 
8 yoar 100 Ibs or more of German potash 
salta should be sown on the pasture. Pick 
off the stones and spread old. straw ashes, 
&c., ovor the poor spots and then sproad 
barnyard manure all over the pasture. 
This will greatly increase the valuo of 
tho pasture, It must not be forgotton 
that the begininning of succesafyl dairying 
inin the pasture. In the winter, cattle 
may be fod on little bay ifi there is plonty 
of straw and corn. Thore is the best of 
evidence that an acre of ordinary field corn 
produces more feed for cattlo than the 
Northern or Southern corn. «In. other 
words the raising ef fodder should be atop- 
ped whore corn can bo raised, The stalks 
for winter ase should be cut nottoo early. 
The corn should be husked two wooks after 
cut, if tho woather is good, and the stalks 
should be housed 10 days aftor husking. If 
loft out too long they got wet in the cold 
nights and heat when putin the barn, 
They should not be left out all winter, 
Some succulent food should be fed to cattle 
with dry hay. Enasilago should not be fed 
ona dairy farm. The choice then lies be- 
tween mangold and beets, and is governed 
toa groat extent by the locality. Dairy 
manure is worth half the fodder and should 
be eoonomized. The soil mast be fortlllzed 
and mantie should be saved for this pur- 
pose. Prof. Roberta concluded with some 
remarks. on the desirability of a farmer 
taking annual inventories in order that he 
might know in what position he stood finan- 
cially. 
Prof. ‘Harris then read a paper on * Six 
years experience as a cheese Instructor.” 
The paper was a longthy one, and showed 
the pleasant and unpleasant sides of such a 
life. It was highly. enjoyed by the audi- 
ence. After its conclusion, the nicetingad- 
journed until evening.

THURSDAY'S SESSION, 

‘* How to improve the quality and price 
of Canadian Cheese,” was a paper read by 
Mr. D, M. McPherson, of Lancaster Ont., 
the cheese king of Eastern Ontario. The 
making of cheese in Canada, ho said, dates 
from 1863, at which time the experience 
and reputation of our makers were all bor- 
rowed from the neighboring Republic, 
and for several years afterwards any person 
who desired to enter into the chvesemak 
ing business relied entirely upon getting 
his skilled cheesemaker from the United 
States. Since that period things have 
changed, aud Canadian cheesemakers have 
putso much thoughtinto practical use as 
now givesthem the reputation and proad 
position of being the best manufacturers in 
the world, they being sought for farand 
near, even in England and Scotland— 
gguutries supposed to be mostadvanced in |, 

eddar cheesemaking. Biasoagesiad some 
means whereby Canada can still make ad- 
Yances towards a better article, and obtain 
an increase in price in proportion to the 
yalue of other cheese producing sections. 
Thegeneral good reputation of our cheese 
cannot be improved by only a few factor- 
ies improving and advancing to perfection 
of make. It is the quantity of perfect make 
in proportion to the whole that gives a lead- 
ing value to our make ; the greater the pro- 
portion to perfect make the greater the rep- 
Utation, No single cheese can get a good 
name by only one-third or two-thirds of its 
make being perfect. ‘fhe nearer it turns 
ont all perfect cheese the higher its reputa- 
tion will stand—high not only with cheese 
buyers, but also with consumers, and the 
make should be perfect from one season to 
the other continuously. The better the 
whole cheese of a country, the higher will 
its reputation be in foreign markets. He 
Uggested some improvements in making 
cheese, with the aim of reducing the gcience

He sowed twenty acres with this mixture, 
Half of this land was old)and the remain- 
der fallow land. The bottom was a cold one 
and inclined to loam, The reason this 
paaticular piece of land was chosen was be- 
cause it was furthest from the barn; and 
thus could get no manure, The first year 
the grasses came up well, and grew well. 
In the fall, part of it was used for pasture 
because the grasses were so rank. The 
next year the land was used for pasture 
and a record was kept; The average was 
seven months feed per acre. ‘Next year 
twenty milking cattle were put on tho pas- 
ture and pastured there until the 11th of 
July, and then ten tons of hay were cut 
from the part which was old land. After- 
wards the land was used for pasture and 
four months pasturing per acre got out of 
it. The speaker was so Well pleasod that 
he has since put down a piece of 23 acres in 
permanent pasture, besides one acre of 
gravelly land and one acre of loam well 
manured. 


Mr. Graham said he made atrip to the 
Guelph experimental farm at one time for 
the purpose of examing the permanent 
pastures there and of seeing the different 
grasses S0WD 60 that he could recognize 
them and see if a)] had come up in the land 
sown by him. On returning he found that 
no traces of the fan oat nor the creeping 
bent could be seen, and of the Italian rye 
and perennial rye, only slight traces could 
be found. Afterthe first year the red 
clover disappeared altogether. The lucerne 
disappeared from the cold low Jand, but 
grew woll on the up land. He would re 
recommend those who intended putting 
down nanent pastures to adopt the fol-

Wepwaspay afternoon. 

Wm. Foster, sworn :— Never heard any 
threats against the Pells. Saw a letter; 
would know it if I saw it again. (The let- 
ter was shown him and recognized.) Mrs, 
Pell showed it to me arid said Mr. Hockey 
wrote it. I said I had seen Hockey’s hand 
writing and the letter was not in his writ- 
ing. 'y wife never had the letter to my 
knowledge. I remember seeing the fur- 
niture moved from Pell's house. Saw a 
neighbor carrying the furniture. It was 
about two weeks before the fire. I was 
told by Bolyea, as a reason for their moy- 
ing, that Pell had received a threatening 
letter. JI told Hockey, after I had seen 
the letter, as [ wanted toget my children 
who were ill from the house in case any- 
thing happened. My house is but a short 
distance from the hotso Pell lived in. 

Cross-ecamined.—Hockey did not see the 
goods moved from Pell’s house across the 
road before thg fire to my knowledge. "He 
never made any threats against the Pells ; 
he never talked about them to me, 

Mrs. Foster, sworn.—Lived near the 
Pells ;'were their nearest neighbors. Mrs. 
Pell brought the threatening letter to my 
house ; I could not read it. I never had 
any copies of letters from them ; never 
asked them for copies’; never heard anyone, 
threaten the Pells ; am in good terms with 
all my neighbors ; never had any conver- 
sation with the Pells about the fire ;) Mrs. 
Poll never told me what she lost. « , 

Cross-evamined.—Never told Mrs. Pell 
to move furnitare from her house. Do 
not know that Hockey took the storm 
doors and cupboard from Mrs. Pell’s house. 
Mrs. Pell told me the night of the fire that 
when she got up she saw alight in Hock- 
y's barn and saw two mén walking around, 
Mrs Pell told me my husband was as bad 
as Hockey. 1 told him and he wrote her 
a letter,which I delivered. I do not know 
its contents, 

This being tho last witness for the prose- 
cution, thecase was onlarged until Mon- 
day, for argument.

party maintained (1) that coalitions with 
such excellent Tories as Sir Richard, Sir 
Albert, Mr. R. W. Scott and Mr. Oauchon, 
wore highly commendable ; (2) thab whilst 
the independence of Parliament was ‘a

2. That the Canadian Pacific would 
never be completed by the present com- 
pany, which deliberately intended to draw 
the cash, sell the land subsidy, cheat the 
country out of the money advanced in the 
form ofyloans, and then to abandon the 
work, leaying the North Shore section 
unbuilt. 

3, That the Franchise Act was a delib- 
erate plot to rob Reformers of the fran- 
chise, thought the appointment of partisan 
returning officers. 

4. That although Mr, Blake in 1871 of- 
fored a reward for the capture of Riel, who 
was therta ** red-handed murderer,” never- 
theless the execution of Riel in 1885, for a 
second and much more heinous offence in- 
volving the loss of two hundred lives, was 
a judicial murder which calls for the 
punishment of the Tory Government.

But Beatrice was another matter. He 
had studied her with even more attention, 
but felt that te renult of his studies was 
unsatisfactory.

For the Farmers. r 
Things to be Remonibered iu Cold Weather. 


1. That the blood circulating through 
every human body must be kept, ‘winter 
and summer, night and day, at all seasons, 
and in all-climes, at just about 98°. If it 
rises ten degrees, death is close at hand. If 
it sinks ten degrees below 982, unless 
quickly restored, the wheels of life will 
soo stop. Thosame isthe case with all 
our domestic animals...excepting that in 
some of them the normaltemperature va- 
ries slightly from 98 degrees. 

2. That,.as a rule, all this heat is pro- 
duced inside of the bodies of the human 
and every other animal, from the fuel 
taken in as food and slowly oxidized, 
(burnea) in the body ; that excepting when 
the atmosphere is'98° or higher, some of 
that heat is always escaping from the ekin 
and by the breath. 

3, That if there is not fresh food enough 
in the body to produce the required heat 
to maintain the blood at.98°, then nature 
has provided that the fat and tissue stored 
up from food previously consumed shall be 
drawn upon, and used in producing this 
heat. 7 

4, That heat has a constant tendency to 
equalize itself in all substances in contact, 
and that the colder air is next the skin, the 
more rapidly does the heat of the body pass 
off into 1t; and that (as noted elsewhere) 
moving air, or wind currents, exhaust heat 
much faster than still air. 

6. That all the heat leaving the botlies of 
men or other animals must be constantly 
resupplied by new heat, and’ that this re- 
quires more food to'be consumed, or the 
using up of more fat and tissue than have 
acoumulated. 

6, That any protection to men or other 
anjmals which prevents escape of heat from 
their bodies saves a proportionate amount 
of food, or of fat or flesh that would be used 
up insupplying the heat always required. 

That warming the air around the bod- 
ies, or sufrounding them with clothing or 
blankets, or walls, orsheds, or wind breaks, 
to keep cold air away, and especially cold 
moving airyhelps prevent the escape of heat 
and saves food, or the using up of fat or 
flesh, 

8, That the warmer this protection for 
men, for horses, cattle, sheep, hogs or poul- 
try, the Jess will be the escape of heat, the 
less will:be the waste of fat or flesh previ- 
ously stored. 

9. That naturéhas #0 arranged the in- 
ternal machinery of men and all other ani- 
mals, that of the food eaten, enough shall 


plying this heat, enough shall be used to re- 
store the natural wastes of the system; and, 
third, that if after these are both provided 
for, there is more food, that the human or 
othar animal will store it by increase of fat 
and flesh,

We 
had had a consultation in Delaney’s house 
on the night after hearing of the Duck 
Lake affair, and we advised Sleigh and his 
lice to leave and join the detatchment at 
‘ort Pitt under Inspector Dickens rather 
than remain at Frog Lake, where, in the 
event of an outbreak, there would be no 
protection to the whites, and run the risk 
of being killed themselyes. Well the: pol- 
ice loft, and it was lucky for them that they 
did, as it turned out that the Indians had 
fully 


INTENDED TO ATTACK THEM 


the followin day. On the morning of the 
2nd of Aprilan Indian came over to my 
place and awoke me, telling me in a grutt 
tone to ‘getup.’ I did so and went down 
stairs, and found Big Bear's son and about 
twenty of his young men’in the house. 
They were all painted up and had their 
guns with them. He demanded what am- 
munition I had ond 1 gaye it to him, al- 
though it was not much, as I had sent the 
greater part away with the police, antici- 
patiny something of this kind, 1 was taken 
over to Quinn's place, and a parley took 
place. They afterwards allowed me to re- 
turn to the store to get my breakfast, after 
which I was pateced to join all the whites 
who had assembled in the church. One of 
the (ndians, named Yellow Bird, who was 
friendly to us, came to me and asked mo to 
get him a hat, aud while we were in the 
store the first shot was fired, and immedi- 
ately afterwards there were several shots 
in succession. Yellow Bird told me to go 
to the Indian camy,which was about half a 
Mile away across Prog Creck, I got there 
safely, and was saved by tho intervention | 
of the Wood Crees. 1 was with tho Indians 
until the 2nd June, and managed to escape 
from them during the fight at Frenchman’s 
Butte,’

alive or dead, Some were stabbed, others 
wero strangléd, and not one of the ship's 
crew dared interfere. The writer himself 
saw three murdered men pitched overboard 
during the night. When morning came 
dozens of dead bodies were thrown over- 
board, some of them having been smother- 
ed, squeezed to death, or having died from 
want of water. A party of the Black Flags 
seized the water on board and guarded it, 
refusing any to the créw. A fearful crush 
followed on the’other Black Flags trying to 
get atthe water. The heat was fearful,and 
miny died from thirst. The Black Flags 
destroyed all the food, threw the rice over- 
board with the cooking apparatus, and 
threatened to kill the cooks. They event- 
ually began to drink sea water. The sail- 
ors, who werefearfully parched, crawled 
down to the engine-room and got condens 

ed water and drank it, though it was quite 
hot. Things became still more serious,and 
the Black Flags threatened to kill the 
crew, drawing knives across their own 
throats to convey to) the sailors their mean- 
ing. They succeeded in getting hold of 
the captain by the beard and heid a knife 
to his throat. Eventually thé vessel was 
put back to Amoy, where a British warship 
was anchored, Thé commander of the lat- 
ter prepared to sweep the, vessel's deck 
with his Gathiogs, and eventually boarded 
her, The mutineers were then standing 
on deck with their black flags hoisted on 
spears, A Chinese gunboat subsequently 
arrived and took offthe Black Flags, those 
refusing to leaye being thrown overboard 
and left to get to land as they could. Six 
of the mutineers were at once beheaded 
and 100 bastinadoed. Five dead mutineers 
wore afterward foundin the lower hold, 
having been crushed to death. 


Railway Building, 
The Work During the Past Yoar in the Uni- 
tod Staten. 


_ Curcaco, Dec. 31,—The failway Age, in 
its review of railroad building during the 
year, will say; The total length of main 
line, not including second track, sidings or 
renewals, laid in the United States during 
1885 was 3,113 miles. «This is about 700 
miles less than the new mileage of 1884, 
and 3¢ 18 less than in any year since 1878, 
when the tota! was but 2,687 miles. The 
work done has been jargely on branches 
and extenstons of moderate length, and has 
not included any vory large levies, such ‘as 
in’ previous years have’ helped greatly to 
swoll the total. In New Bugland and the 
East almost no new track has been added 

The principal activity has been in the 
Southern States, and in the belt between 
the Missouri River and the Pacific States 
and territories. During the last ten 
years the railway mileage of the United 
States has been increased 54,768 miles, 
and now reaches in round numbers the 
grand total of 128,500 miles. These fig- 
ures, it should also be remembered, take 
no account of the immense expenditures 
for additional main tracks for sidings and 
for renewals of old tracks. The renewals 
flone during the past year have been 
equivalent to the laying of thousands of 
miles of new track, and have consumed a 
much greater quantity of rails than the ex 

tonsion of new road for tha year. Thero is 
every indication that 1885 has marked the 
lowost pointin amount of railway extension 
for some yours to come, and that 1886 will 
be signalized by a very large increaso of 
construction, Indeed, work has already 
been commenced on thousands of 
miles of proposed road, and an, oxtraordi- 
nary nuiaber of now enterprises has buen 
projected, while others ure coming daily 
into oxist Tho outlook for thé coming 
your is thorefore full of hope for the manu 
facturers and all othérs eatod directly 
or indirectly in railway construction, and it 
seoms cortain to be a year of general pros 
perity in this country.

Everything might not bo just as’ 
they wished it, but the minority should 
yield to the majority, Thoy all aimed at 
one end, the erection of a new church: It 
would be accomplished much easier by” all 
working in unison, The Sunday school 
room, he said, was about perfection. The 
auditorium was good, but it could bo better 
as fgshions change. As soon as the trustees 
soo'by the subscription list that the people 
will stand by them, ‘tenders for the erection 
of a new church will be asked for. The 
pastor referred in’ grateful terms to the 
letters of sympathy received from the Sons 
of England, the Rev, EB.

Was it Polson or Coal Gas?—

Brockvitxe, Jan. 16.—David Young, on

Thé Chief of Police, at once notified, | 
Visited the scene. In the little bedroom 

4 horrible sight was presented, Lying on 
the floor and with one foot still resting up- 
on the bed lay the dead body of Margaret 
Young, clad only in undergarment and 
night dress, On the bed lay the girl De- 
rosin, also dead. ‘The Jatter’s face was 
partly buried in the pillow, while the girl 
Young lay face upward. The faces of both 
Were calin, aud the bodies cold, indicating 
that death had taken, place some time 
previously. On altable at the head of the 
bed was found a pint flask with a few 
drops of what is sup to bbiwhiskey in 
the bottom, a small sponge and some 
other” articles. ~ Underneath the bed 
the neck of a small bottle covered with 
a white looking substance was found, 
and in the stand drawér a’ little 
bottle which seemed to contain a similar 
mixture. When the news of the discovery 
first reached the streets the deaths were at- 
tributed to asphyxia from coal gas. Enough 
has been learned since, it is supposed, to 
almost “dissipate this theory, and at the 
present writing the general opinion is that 
h resulted from poison, but how ad- 
ministered remains a mystery, The rea- 
sons for this theory are plain. In the first 
place the appearance of the bodies do 
not indicate asphyxia; there is no dis- 
figuration of the features.

BLAKE'S SPEECH. 


Its Effects in Montreal. 

The Star says, in its issue of Friday last: 

It is putting it extremely mild, indeed, 
to say that the utterances of Hon. Mr 
Blake onthe Riel question have been a 
general surprise to Liberals and bolters 
alike. A few of the latter attempt to pooh 
pooh the importance of the speech, and 
even gosofar asto say it wasthe only 
course the leader of the party could haye 
followed in Ontario, but those who are 
frank enough to say what they really think, 
express unbounded disappointment and 
chagrin, In speaking to reporters most of 
them makeita sine qua non that their 
names must not be made public. This, of 
course, detracts greatly from the weight of 
their arguments, but a few sentences are 
below given as a sample of the prevailing 
feeling. 

Mr, L, O. David said he could easily 
understand that Mr. Blake could not make 
a platform on the scaffold of Riel, but at 
the same time he could attack the policy of 
the Government in another manner and al- 
ways on the same ground. 

Hon. Mr Mercier refuscd to express an 
opinion until he had séen the full text of 
the speech in the Globe to-morrow. 

One of the members who had protested 
against the execution of Riel said: “The 
effect will simply be this. » All the English 
members irrespective of party will vote 
against the Riel vote of censure, and the 
French will stand by themselves. Then 
the Grits will want to defeat the Govern- 
mént on @ yote of non-confidence in the 
administration of the North-West and will 
then séek the support of the Conservative 
malcontents.” 

“*Will it be accorded them ?” 

** Certainly not; the Grits having refused 
to support them, they will remain with the 
Government. In 1887, however, the Goy- 
ernment will be defeated in the elections 
here.” A French M.P., who has always

About two years since Judge Stevenson 
Burke, Hon, H. B. Payne, Mr, William 
Chisholm, and sover other citizens pur- 
chased # tract of mineral land several thou- | 
tand acres in area in Hastings county, On 
tario, Canada, At tho time of the purchase, 
the. hidden wealth of the land was supposed 
to be vory great, and Mr. F. A. Bates was 
sont on & prospecting tour through tho pos.

It was decided that 
the first step taken would be the construc- 
tion of a railroad, A compaby was organ- 
ized, and Mr, 8, J. Ritchie, of Akron, O., 
elected president. 

Surveyors had soon located a line, and 
past sumer the Ontariv Contral railway 
was turned over to its owners by the con- 
tractors, Upon completion of the railway, 
the owners began the work of developing 
the mines. In the course of development, 
the hills were found to be solid beds of che 
richest and beat ore, the quantity soon 
showing the mines to/be among the great- 
est in the world. In’ prospecting, some 
remarkable-deposits of rich. copper were 
found that greatly add to the wealth of the 
mines. Several ship loads of the iron ore 
were brought to this city, and reduced into 
merchant iron at. the) Clovelard~ rolling 
mill company's furnaces. Mr. Chisholm 
pronoundihg the product the equal of that 
made fron any ore|worked by the company. 
The work of development is being carried 
on at the mines, and the railway is alroady 
doing a good business, being about one 
hundred and eighty miles in length. The 
ore exported from Canada is sybject to 
duty in the United States, and coal from 
the United States is similarly taxed in 
Canada. 

The owners of the mines are striving to | 
get thisGovernment to remove the duty on 
ores, claiming that the Dominion will reci- 
procate by allowing codl to enter its ports 
untaxed. This move was the beginning of 
the present stirdpona renewal of the old 
reciprocity treaty between the’ two coun- 
tries.

OrrAwa, Jan. 13.—Owing to the great 
distress prevailing among the half-breeds 
at Batoche and other points in the North- 
West territories, and that many families 
are in urgent need of food and clothing, 
the Government discussed the matter in 
council and arrangements have been made 
for their immediate relief. In this connec- 
tion it is understood that Lieut. -Governor 
Dewdney has been instructed to make an 
investigation into the character and extent 
of the suffering, and, in the meantime, to 
use his own judginent in the matter of pro- 
yiding food and clothing for those who are 
in destitute circumstances, He will be re- 
quired to report daily to the Government 
as to the measure of relief employed. Rey. 
Father Lacombe, of Calgary, who is at pre- 
sent in the city, has received a letter from 
the cure of St, Laurent, intimating that 
many of the half-breeds in the Batoche 
district are bordering on starvation, and 
asking that an effort be made to render 
immediate assistance. Yesterday the Rey. 
gentleman interviewed several members of 
the Government with reference to the mat- 
ter, with the above result. 


The Colonial Exhibition, 
Orrawa, January 14.—A meeting was 
held in the room of the Minister of Agri- 
culture to-day of agents and other gentle 


,men engaged in collecting exhibits for the 


Colonial and Indian Exhibition, which 
opens in May next. Among the gentlemen 
present were Dr. Selwyn, Dr. Dawson, 
Messrs, 8, O. Stevenson, L, G, Desjardins, 
A, W. Wright, R. Prinyle, Alex. Leith and 
W. Saunders. A very careful review was 
made of.the progress so far, and it was 
found that all questions of filling the very 
large space allotted to Canada were not 
only dissipated but a new question arose as 
to how to put all the exhibits offering with- 
in the spaco allotted. It was found 
that the exhibits already offered 
are thoroughly representative of the 
whole Dominion. Manufactures will be re- 
presented in every branch, as will also the 
natural products of the Dominion, both 
agricultural and horticultural. Dr, Selwyn 
and other officers connected with the Geo- 
logical survey have madea collection of 
mineral exhibits, to which also will be add- 
ed commercial specimens of many valuable 
Canadian minerals. A perfectly classified 
collection of all the woods of the Dominion 
has been made and photographs obtained 
of large numbers of the principal trees, 
showing the woods in their state of growth, 
In addition to this there will be a perfect 
collection of the seeds of various forest 
trees, also commercial exhibita of the 
principal sorts of lumber. The fishes, the 
birds andthe flora of Canada will also 
be thoroughly exhibited in classified 
collections as well as also tho stuffed 
collections of the chief mammals indigenous 
to the Dominion. There is also a valuable 
entomological collection, Photography will 
be largely represented in illustrations of the 
country and as perfect a collection as possi- 
ble will be made to show Canadian litera- 
ture and Canadian arts, The Provincial 
Governments have come forward to make 
representative collections of the important 
products of the several provinces and these 
will nmke important and attractive features 
of the exhibition. An understanding was 
arrived at a8 regards the shipping and 
gathering of the collection together so as to 
ayoid oither friction.or delays and tasecure 
the maximum efliciengy.

WHO ARE THE CORRUPTIONISTS! 


The Radicals always profess to be the 
champions of the people's rights and to put 
implicit faith in the people, but they gen- 
erally prove, when occasion arises, that 
their loudly expressed regard for the elec- 
tors is not their real sontiment.

LAPLAMME VS. THE MAIL. 


INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS, 


We have watched with no.little interest 
the trial recently conducted in Montreal, in 
which the Mail newspaper of Toronto was 
prosecuted by the Hon. Mr. Laflamme, 
Minister of Justice in the Mackenzie Goy- 
ernment, for an alleged libel, published by 
tho Mail, in which it-was stated, that the 
said Mr. Laflamme was about asking for a 
patent for the discovery of a trap door 
by which the stuffing of ballot boxes could 
be sdcured,as. practised at the Jacques Our- 
tier election in 1878. : 

Mr. Laflamme asked for $15,000. to 
soothe his wounded feelings and heal his 
shattered reputation, In his’plea he al 
leged, amougst other things, that he oc- 
cupies a position of confidence and esteem, 
in the opinion of his fellow men, which 


had been injured by the article iu the, 


Mail, In reply the defendant alleged that 
Mr. Laflamie was a failure as a Minister 
of the Crown, and that his social life was 
such that he could not be held in_high es 
teem by those who knew him. That the 
defence established the first plea of incom- 
potency, few who have read the evidence 
will deny ; and if the second plea was not 
proven, the reader would come to the con 
clusion that it was because the Judge, be- 
fore whom the case was tried, prevented 
the evidence necessary tody so, from be- 
ing given by the witnesses, Indeed, did 
we not know that the Judge wus a Judge, 
we should have come to the conclusion that 
he was counsel for Mr. Laflawme. 

The most important point to which we 
desire to draw attention is the remirks 
made by the Judge when # question was 
put to Mr, Laflauime, which, if anawered, 
would, judging fromthe course pursued by 
his couusel and the Judge, have clearly es 
tablished the plea of the defence, That the 
readeranay fully understand this point, we 
clip from the report of the evidence, as pub: 
lished in the Montreal Gazette and Herald, 
the questions, answers aud objections taken 
by the lawyer defending Mr. Laflammo, 
and the remarks of the Judge. The Ga- 
sette's report is as/follows :

The two reports are substantially tho 
same. What will strike the reader as most 
extraordinary is the suggestion mado by a 
Superior Court Judge, while presiding in

Laflammoe's lawyers should have prevented 
him from anawering the question, no 
one will be surprised, and that he, poor 
innocent soul! should have exclaimed 
in his anguish, ‘“thatis a pretty ques- 
tion — a pretty question, indeed, " 
But the people of Ontario will exclaim 
with one voico, protect us froim such a state 
of moral depravity as that hinted at by 
Judge Johnston when. he prevented the 
question, put by Mr. Macmastor, from being 
answered on the ground that a man “living 
* with the wife of another man may not be 
q proof that society considers him un- 
** worthy of confidence and esteem.” 

The charge which the learned judge ad- 
dressed to the jury was equally as ex- 
traordinary as were his conduct and utter- 
ances during, the examination of the 
witnesses,and the only wonder is that, under 
the ciroumstances, the verdict was not un- 
animous, Threo of the jurors, including 
the foremah, dissented, but as, under the 
French law; nine of the twelve jurors can 
find a verdict, the decision was given in 
favor of Mr. Laflamme. 

It affords us pea to learn that the 
proprieturs of the Mail do not propose to 
submit tamely to such ah outrageous ver- 
dict.

Yet if their was coldness 
and indifference on the part of the leading 
men of the meeting it was ditferent with 
the audiency, For whenever Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's name was mentioned —as it was by 
the Chairman when Teading his letter, 
and once by Mr. Blake Sheen tay in re- 
ference tojthe state of things under the 
former government—thore wes & warm 
and generous response on the part of the 
audience. There seomeda disposition to 
honor the name of Mr Mackenzie, as 
though they still rogarded him ass # force 
in the Reform party. | But to the leaders 
he was merely as one who had passed 
from the scene—or been hustled off, would 
perhaps better express tho nature of his 
removal. And this is Grit gratitude: No 
wonder Mr, Blake should grow weary and 
discouraged, should fret in the harness and 
beg to be released. For the same ingrati- 
tude that he and others have shown Mr,

The Laflamme Libel Case, 


AG10,000 Verdict Agalvat the Mali—Ob- 
Jections to the Judge's Charge. + 


On Monday counsel for the prosecution 
addressed the jury, 

Hon. Mr. Justice Johnson then made his 
charge to the jury. There was reason to 
believe that the main object of thé whole 
article was to protest against corrupt prac- 
tices in elections, but if any part thereof 
referred to plaintiff in a ‘libellous’ manner, 
the defendant must bearthe consequences 
according to law. 

In explaining the circumstances of the 
case, His Honor referred to. the nature of 
the plea and the accusations contained 
therein, which he considered as most serious, 
Taking occasion of the circumstances, the 
learned judge burst out in the following 
exclamation: ‘The intense partyism of

land. The enemies of a public manu are 
ready to annihilaté him and that with the 
ferocity of the beast. 1 can hardly refer 
without a shudder to those murderous po- 
litical practicos utterly opposed to British 
liberty and right.” The large crowd present 
in the Court room applauded these remarka’ 
and the learned judge continued, say- 
ing that he spoke without resorve and was 
responsible for what he said. Having 
read that part of the article referring to 
plaintiff, the Court told the jury that it 
would be a waste of timg to uy and show 
them that there was matter for a libel. 
It was evident that the object was to hit 
Mr. Laflamme directly, and some. of the 
expressions used were nothing short of 
treason upon the liberties of this country. 
Now, was the article written in good 
faith, and were the allegations true? For 
the opinion of eminent judges the law 
ordinarily implies thata libel has been 
written maliciously. As to the other 
issue, the trap traud had been fully dis- 
cussed in due time, bat Mr, Laflamme’s 
name was never mentioned in connection 
therewith. The lawyers in this case had 
forgotten to mention the fact that Mr, 
Latlamme was not’ included among those 
who were found guilty of this fraud. Now, 
after several years, the defendant comes 
upand says: Not only I will bring up again 
this case in which you were not mentioned, 
but 1 will abuse you. There was no ‘evi- 
dence to prove justification or, the truth of 
the allegations on the part ofthe defence. 
The jury had been somewha} implored to 
suspect plaintiff in the absence of proof,and 
this was not fair, With respect to the ac- 
cusations contained in the plea, it was not 
right to have made them, and it had been 
proved that Mr. Laflamme’s conduct and 
ability whilea Minister were the samo 
as those of his predecessors and successors. 

After instructing the jury as to the law 
for damages, the learned Judge concluded 
his very elaborate charge by calling their 
attention to the blow to his feelings which 
Mr. Laflamme must have experienced when 
the article was published and during his 
trial, adding; ‘* that gentleman has Rhea 
which no man has a right to pierce.” 

The Judge then repeated his charge in 
French, and the jury retired for delibera- 
tion. 

After deliberating for about one hour, 
the juryreturned to Court at 2.16, and 
rendered their Verdict, which was an un- 
animous one as to the injurious nature of 
both the article in the Mail and the plead- 
ing of defendant. 

Three of the jurors dissented as to the 
amount of damages to be granted, but the 
majority of nino rendered the verdict 
grauting $6,000 damages for the publication 
of the article and $4,000 damages on the 
supplementary demand for the allegations 
of the plea. There was general applause 
when the verdict was rendered, 

Mossrs. Macmaster and Girouard have 
reserved their right to file objections to 
the Judge's charge.

The increase of 
size neans an increase in the original cost 
of the vessels, aud an increase in the ex-.

steamer lide the Etruria may be set down 
at about $1,000,000, She is manned by a 
much larger “crew than is required for a 
vessel of 5,000 or 6,000 tons burthen, She 
burns over 300 tons of coal daily. Finally 
the advantages of a fast trip~across the 
Ocean are often loston account of the 
difficulties of bringing the vessel into 
port. On the other hand, such a vessel 
carries more passengers and freight than a 
smaller and slower one. The Etruria 
has crossed the Atlantic with 900 first- 
class passengers. It is certain that if ‘she 
carried the same number Qn every trip, sho 
would’yield a handsome profit to her own- 
ers, But this is impossible.

Now, as to 
this last charge, I may say that somo per- 
mits were issued to settlers to cut firewood, 
and to persons to get out ties forthe rail- 
wi but, the last permit oxpired on 
the Ist May, 1884, nearly two years ago, 
three months before jthe judgment of the 
Privy Council, and no permit has since 
been granted, (Cheers.) .

myself been able to repeat the observation 
with the samo species, but with two at 
Jeast of our native ants the results were 
exactly reversed, In one case five speci- 
mens of Lasius niger fell into water and 
remained immersed for three hours.

Tho following morning 
T allowed themto return. They were received 
as friends,and though we watched them from 
7:80 till 1:30 every hour there was not the 
slightest sign of hostility. The nest. was, 
moreover, placedin a closed box so thatif any 
ant were killed we could inevitably find the 
body, and no ant die. In this therefore it 
is clear that the immersion did not prevent 
them from being recognized. Again, three 
specimens of Formica fusca dropped into 
water, After three hours 1 took them out, 
and after keeping them by themselves for 
the night to recover, I put them back in 
the nest. They were unquestionably re- 
ceived as friends, without the slightest 
sign of hostility or even of doubt. I must, 
however, repeat these experiments, retarn- 
ing the ants at once into the nest. Not 
the least interesting fact which has resulted 
from my observations has been the une xi 
pected longevity of these interesting in- 
seots. The general opinion used to be that 
they lived for a single season like wasps. 
Aristotle long ago stated that queen bees 
live for six and some even seven years. 
Bevan, however, observes that ‘tthe no- 
tions of both ancients and moderns upon 
this subject have been purely conjectural. 
Indeed, it appears'to be somewhat doubt- 
ful whethar the length. of life which 
the former seem to have attributed to 
individual bees was not meant to apply to 
the existence of each bee community.” Tho 
nests, however, which have devised, have 
enabled me to throw considerable light on 
this question....The queen aunts are so

B. Her- 
bert, who claims to be a descendant of the 
Townley family, having for years had in his 
possession an old mahogany secretary, a gift 
from his father, while engaged in handling 
some family documents‘in the desk recent- 
ly, dislodged @ secret pane! or slide in which 
wasdiscloseda bundleof old papers. Among 
them were the documenta su highly prized. 
A World reporter called at the residence 
of Alderman Herbert yesterday and was 
shown the marriage certificate. The other 
décuments bore descriptions of the Town- 
ley estate in England, with valuable refer- 
ences to the long line of ancestry, from Sir 
Richard Townley, who was executed for 
“*patisanism” in the time of Oliyer Crom- 
well and the ‘rump” Parliament, down to 
the death of Alderman’s father some years 
ago.

He had ascertained 
from Mr, Butterfield,trustee for the Taber- 
nacle, that the tatal of the congregation 
for that church was 300, ‘To accommodate 
all the Tabernacle, must needs have seat- 
ing capacity for 1,100 people. During this 
week the church had been twice measured, 
each time by dilforent parties, The first 
whomeasured the building placed the figures 
of its seating capacity at 600, the sec- 
ond at 655, In view of these facts he moved 
the following resolution, seconded by Mr. 
John Brenton ; 

That the more than generoys offer of our 
brethren the Trustees of the MethodistTab- 
ernacle, to give to Bridge St. congregation 
the use of the Tabernacle while Bridge St. 
Church was being rebuilt, presented as it, 
has been im such sympathetic and touching 
words—conyeying as wa Know it does tho 
feelings of men who themselves have had 
to pass through a trying ordeal, and which 
if accepted would put their congregation to 
great inconvenience, if not pecuniary loss— 
has deeply moved us, and is another of many 
proofs not only that “tone touch of nature 
makes the whole world kin,’ but that when 
one. member of the great Methodist family 
suffers all the members suffer with him. 
With emotions, therefore, of ardent affection 
we desire to thank the Trustees of the Tab- 
ernacle for their spontaneous and cordial 
invitation, to shelter us while we are home- 
less.

Went Heatings Agrioditiral Society. 


The Directors of the West Hastings Ag- 
ricultural Society met at Mr, James St. 
Charles’ office, Front Street, on Saturday 
afternoon, when there were present, Messrs, 
J. Harry, W.N. Perry, B, Mallory, Jas. 
St. Charles, J. M. Uurley, Jas. Bird, Wm. 
Davis, J, Nightingale, Jas, Ohisholm, R. J. 
Graham, John Graham, aud J, M, Farley. 
The President of the Society, Mr. J. Harry, 
presided. 

The claim of Mr, J, A. Johnston for $1 
10c., the value of four pounds of butter and 
a towel stolen during last fall's exhibition, 
was allowed. 

_Mr, St. Charles said the receipts of the 
society at the Driving Park on the first day 
of the exhibition were $245.40. Out of this 
had been paid $75 as prize in 3 minute 
race and $50 prize in stallion race, leaving 
a profit of $120.40, This he said was the 
first time, in the History of/the sogiety, 
when the Ist day’s fair had shown a sur- 
plus of receipts over expenditures,

Mr. St. Charles stated that the balance 
on hand was not so large as in former 
years, but a much larger amount had. been 
paid out in prizes than formerly. 
The report was adopted. ; 
Mr. B. Mallory reported that Commit- 
tees from the Agricultural Society, the 
Board of Trade and the City Cuuncil had 
mvt to devise some means of arranging for 
a general central fair, such as is sarly held 
at Kingston and Peterborough. Lhe Com- 
mittees from the city had» expressed the 
opinion that about $1,000 could: be raised. 
In view of thé.aid the city proposed to give, 
the Committee from the Society had pro- 
posed to select a president from the city 
and ex-tnayor Dunnet had been suggested, 
but it was understood that he would not 
act. 
Mr. R. J. Graham said he had attended 
the meeting of the Committees, ahd had on 
all occasions found that the city only show- 
ed a spirit to aid the Society, not to run it. 
Mayor Dunnet had proposed @ scheme for 
increasing the prize list, and protracting 
the time for holding the fair. It was to 
appropriate the money usually granted for 
civic holidays to the Society. ‘The city would 
then get the benefit of it. 
Col. Jas. Brown said the object of tho 
committees was to endeavor to place the 
West Hastings fair upon a better financial 
basis than it had heretofore enjoyed. They 
had no fault to find with the present man- 
agement, 18 it was well known the difficul- 
ties they labored under. The scheme pro- 
posed was to raise the! amount for prizes 
and protracting the length of time for hold- 
ing the fare. It had been proposed to in- 
duce the township societies to unite. and 
hold one annual fair at Belleville. He 
wished the Society all success and would 
aid it ag much as lay in his power. . 

Mr. J. M. Hurley said that as the city 
was going toaid the Society it was entitled 
to arepresentative on the Board. They 
could aidin carrying out ‘the proposed 
scheme.

Thirty-Seveu Men Imprisoned Through 
¥iré-Damp Explosion, 


Wherstrxe, Weat Virginia, Jan. 22.- 
Yosterday afternoon an explosion of tire- 
damp occurred in the shaft of the Now- 
burg Oriel coal company, Newburg, 
Va. The force of the explosion blocked 
the air passage #0 close that no one would 
vonture into the main heading to ascer- 
tain the fate of those imprisoned, until 
an air passage could bo established. This 
work is being pushed vigorously. Up to 
midnight, no bodies had been recovered. 
It is supposed that aay seven mon are 
imprisoned. Probably all are dead. The 
scones at tho shaft are heartrending. 
Fathers, mothers, wives and childron linger 
in groups with pallid faces,anxiously await- 
ing somo tidings from their loved ones. The 
theory advanced as to the cause of the ex- 
plosion is that the fire-damp had accumlated 
in one of the rooms and was accidentally 
ignited by a miner's lamp.

The reason or bis state of 
alfairs is not far to seek and the circumstances of 
the Case are similar co my experies of river 
floods elsewhere, It is thus:—In the early jays of 
settlement, betore the voracious fumberman had 
marked these forests fur bis prey, the upper por- 
tion of the river, its head waters, tributary 

treams and creeks were enveld) ed in dense 
forests, through whirh the sunlight ntly pene 
trated and sliwly ullowed the snows of wioter 
wo melt, The streams and creeks flowed #lowly 
and gently, ood it was months after ‘he udvent 
ul Dprux ere thr snows wer’ entirely dissipated, 
Consequentiy the larger river fl wed suovthly 
long uutil it reached it» fival destination. But

A Hage Customs Fraud, 


A Jowellor’s Systemat lo Smuggling Carried 
on for Yours—Twenty Thousand Dollars 
Worth of Jowellory Seized, 


Mr. Patteyeon, a tide-waiter, has for 
some months’ beet watching the moye- 
ments ofan elderly Englishman, named 
Dearden, who appeared to be an inyalid 
and has been a frequent traveller on the 
Halifax and Quebec trains. On these ox- 
cursions he generally had with hima large 
quantity of baggaye. Mr. Patterson dis- 
covered that this min was a trader in 
jewellery of Ehglish manufacture, and did 
a large business in Montreal, Quebec, 
Halifax and the surrounding districts, The 
amount of duties paid by him, however, 
was entirely disproportinate to the extent 
of his business, On receiving this infor- 
mation Mr, 'W. J. O'Hara, the procollector 
here, proceeded to the room occupied by 
Dearden as show rooms on St Francois 
Xavier street, and seized $20,000 of valua- 
ble English jewellery which had not passed 
through the Customs, ;

He has boon carrying on the business for 
yoara, with the aid of confederates, travel 
ling back and forth on the Atlantic steam- 
Tho goods escaped the Customs offi 
cits by being ried on the and in 
small hand baggage, which escaped search 
because of its insignificance.

Nut-Bea thee Trees Again, 

Nut bearing trees cai be made to live as 
eusily a8 the apple or peach, Take butter- 
nut, black walnur, chestuut and” stagbark 
hickory ; plant in the fall, in nursery rows. 
Let them grow one year, orrather when 
one year old take a sharp butcher's knafe or 
bread knife,go through the rows and cut 
off all the tap roots, They will then fill up 
with fibrous roots, Or wait until two years 
old and then cut off the tap roots, letting 
them grow until three or four years old ; 
then plant in orchard rows, Under such 
tredtment there is no more trouble in mak- 
ing them life than there is with apple tre 
A few years since I planted out 35 chest- 
nuts, four years old,not one of which died. 
1 have 55 black waluuts, mostly bearing, 
which have been set out 12 yoars The 
hut-bearing trees taken from the forest are 
difficult to make live I have selected a 
largo number of trees in years gone by, dug 
down and cub their tap roots, letting them 
stand one year and then removing them to 
the orchard, T had nostrouble in making 
these live. To propagate the shagbark 
hiokory is the most difficult task T have had. 
The tap rootshould be cutthe first yoar 
and it should be set in orchard rowa al two

Mr, G 
stone spoke for an hour and twenty min- 
utes and was greatly applauded through- 
out. 

Mr. Gladstone said that in seeking re- 
election he was mainly guided by a wish to 
proceed with the proposal in regard to both 
the legislative and the social position of Ire- 
land. Only the Government, however, was 
able to act in sucha matter, He, believing 
it would be mischievous to do so, did not 
intend to introduce proposals of his own, 
but he would reserve his opinion. He would 
also reserve his «decision whether to alter 
or to add to the proposals embodied in his 
election manifesto, He pleaded for a pati- 
ent hearing of thé opiuion of the Irish 
Nationalists. 

Sir M. Hicks-Beach said that it was boy- 
cotting, not agrarian crimo, that had in- 
creased in Ireland. Tho new Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland would consider the ques- 
tion whether the ordinary powers were suf- 
ficient, or whether special powers would be 
needed tO suppress boycotting. 

Mr, Parnell said that he bad always be- 
lieved that if the principle were adiitted 
that Ireland was entitled to somo form of 
self-government the settlement of the de- 
tails would not be found a formidable task, 
aud there would be no great difficulty in 
securing the Empire against separation, 
He hinwelf, although a Protestant, fuarned 
no danger tothe minority in Iroland from 
the Catholios. The whuie question was one 
of reasonabie or exorbitantnegs 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach, Qhauoollor of 
the Exchequer, thanked Mr. Gladstone for 
his kiudly words. He challenged the Op- 
position Co come tow decision in regard to 
their attitude towards the unity of the Em. 
pire. If they disagree with the Govern. 
ment, let them, he said, move an amends 
ment to tho address in reply to the Queen's 
speech. If they agrved with the Govern- 
ment they should declare so. If the ma- 
jority of the House so wished, the present 
Government would remain in otiice, He 
humbly and oarnestly asked all tie mem- 
bers, to whatover party thoy belonged, to 
support the Government in or ler to enable 
it wy conduct the affairs of the country.

Limes Have Changed, 


Once the Propor Thing to be Able to Stand 
a great deal of Strong Drink. 


In old times, saya the Boston Herald, he 
was considered tho best man who could 
drink the most, and even tho ancients held 
the same opinion. Te wisest sages of an- 
tiquity drank exceodingly hard, and Socra- 
tes is said to have boen a regular soaker. 
‘The philosopher had an unusually strong 
head, however, and though he imbibed: 
large quantities of intoxicants, was neyer 
known to be visibly affected. In his day 
drinking was done in a very peculiar way. 
Tt was the customto begin with wihe, to 
warm the stomach, following this potation 
with a fow gulps of light beer as a refriger- 
ant. Now to relieve the balance of heat, a 
little more wine was taken, and then a lit- 
tle more beer, andso onad infinitum, 
Dariax considered that no more compli: 
mentary epitaph could be placed upon his 
tombstone than an inscription recording 
the fact that he could drink any one of his 
loyal subjects under the table, and Cyrus 
urged that his claims to the throne of Per- 
sia ought tobe preferred to those of his 
brother Artaxerxes, on the ground that he 
was not so easily affected by wine. Mare 
Antony. wrote a book in praise of drunk- 
eness, andeven St, Augustine expressed 
his contempt for teetotalers who de- 
nounce the use of wine as immoral and guz- 
zle cider on the sly thatis very much 
stronger. 

Tt would seem that woman have always 
been forbidden to drink wine to any ex- 
tent. The ancient Greeks would not per- 
mit its use by females at all, and Romulus 
permitted one of his knights to beat his 
wife to death for being overcome with liq- 
uor. The Romans under the empire were 
accustomed to drink the greatest quanti- 
ties of wine at dinner, Their theory was 
that the more they drank the more they 
would be able to éat, and the more they 
ate themore they would be able to drink. 
So they ate and drank until they were help- 
leas, andthen they were carried to the 
baths, where they soaked their bodies in 
hot water and got ready forthe next meal, 
Some of these gentlemen used to be able to 
drink a gallon ata draught. 

The wine of the Greeks and Romans 
would hardly auit the palate of the epicure 
nowadays, The wines that were made 
twenty centuries ago—even the Falernian, 
of which Horace sang so enthusiastically— 
were, in all probability, quite inferior to 
our modern vintages. Usually, by boiling 
down, and other processes, they were re- 
duced to a sort of syrup which had to be 
diluted with water to a considerable extent 
before it was drinkable. The most extra- 
ordinary ingredients were introduced, such 
as salt water, resin, tar, turpentine, myrrh, 
and many other curious things, all of 
which were supposed to be necessary to 
give the wine the proper flavor, Finally, 
it was Phe in earthenware jugs, which were 
covered on the outside with pitch, to mako 
them water-tight. These jugs held several 
quarts, and for that reason the ancient 
utethod of keoping wine was better than 
ours, for it has been found that wine im- 

proves more quickly in large vessels than 
n small ones,

THE NORTHERN AND PACIFIC 
JUNCTION, 


_ The Dominion Franchise Act will come 
into force and effect on the Ist January, 
1886, when the revising officar will at once 
Proceed to make up the first yotors’ ligt | 
from the last revised assessorg’ rolls and 
voters’ lists for the province, and from 
such other information as he* can obtain, 
and on or before the Ist day of March fol- 
lowing will publish the lists so made up by 
him, by posting copies thereof ; and then 
within four weeks thereafter, will hold a 
court, to be called the First Court, of Re- 
vision, At this court, after giving one 
week's notice, the revising officor can add 
to the said list all names of voters who are 
entitled to be on, or strike off any that 
were wrongfully placed on by him in mak- 
ing his first list. 

It will be observed that there are a large 
number of changes to be made in the ii t, 
as it will be published by the revising th. 
cor, on account of the sale of property 
change of tenancy, and deaths since the 
last revision of the assessment rolls and

THE PASTEUR MLTHOD, 


We havo read a good deal lately about 
the wonderful discovery made by a Paris 
chemist named Pasteur, which is claimed 
to rank second only to Jenner's great vac- 
cination theory. M. Pasteur, who has been 
experimenting for several years witha 
view of testing his inoculation theory, be- 
lieves he has solved the problem, and that 
by means of his process of treatment 
hydrophobia may be deprived of its ter 
rors. He is willing to test any case given 
tw him in time, and recent events seem to 
strengthen his claim as a real benefactor of 
human kind. The method pursued con- 
sists, roughly speaking, of inuculation by 
rabic virus peabeneel by aseries of trans- 
wissions through rabbits. M. Pasteur has 
also found a way of weakening the rabic 
virus artificially, by exposing it to a perfect- 
ly dry and constant temperature, He begins 
inoculating the patient with very weak 
virus, and continues the operation about 


tenth day what might be dan- 
gerous on the first, As tho.virus of the 
rabbit incubates ouly six days, whilst that 
of the dog takes at least forty, the theory 
ig that if the patient is inoculated within 
three or four weeks after being bitten, the 
inoculation wil) be a sure preventive. This, 
in brief, is an outline of M. Pasteur’s me- 
thod. [t proceeds on a principle that has 
been well known for centuries, The beauty 
of the method, however, is that it does not 
require that the patient shalt have been 
inoculated before poisoning. It begins 
after the poisoning has taken place, and by 
virtue of its superior swiftness, renders the 
pationt safe before the poison hus begun to 
uct. If proved to be effectual, therefore, 
it has all the merit of a genuine discovery 
and au entirely new invention, The meth- 
ods used in obtaining the virus of graduat 
edatrength are very) ingenious, aud M. 
Pasteur has showed himself a real benefac- 
tor of human kind.

‘* LANDLORDISM IN AMERICA," 

The January number of tho North 
American Keview contained a striking article 
with the above caption, by Mr. Thos, P. 
Gill. The facta and figures presented, 
which have been carefully collected, have 
created something like a sensation in 
America, where poople haye accustomed 
themselves to think of landlordism and 
tenant farming as belonging exclusively to 
{reland and other Eurdpean countries. 
Hore are some of the facts Mr. Gill has 
brought together :— 

ln 1880 there were in the United States 
1,024,601 farms rented to tenants, and 
there are now at least 1,250,000. In the 
whole of Great Britain and Ireland there 
are 1,069,127, The census of 1880 report 
2,984,306 proprietors farming their own 
land, A considerable nuwber of these are 
not farmers at all,but ranche owners,and of 
the remainder probably half are proprietors 
only in yame, their land being covered by 
mortgages almost the extent of its 
value, There is, therefore, in the 
United States a distinct class of landlords, 
who live on the rent collected by tenant 
farmers, aud a class larger in number than 
the sawe class in Great Britain and Ireland, 
Is this not sensational information? It is 
predicted that, as the available land for 
agriculture is now nearly all taken up, 
tenant farming is likely to increase enor- 
mouusly. Settlers will have nooption except 
to rent farms, and the holders will not sell 
so long as they can obtain so much more 
by renting. The State of Llinois has the 
Jargest number of tonant farmers, 80,244, 
borides, perhaps, an equal number whose 
labor nearly al) goes to pay interest on the 
mortgages with which thvir land is covered, 
Missouri, Ohio, Indiana and Lowa are not 
far bohind the great Prairie State, tho 
praise of which has been so loudly ‘sung. 
Startling as these factaare, the processos 
by which the public domain has become 
private proporty, mostly in the handa of 
large proprivtors, are atill inore so. Thoro 
nave been, according to Mr, Gill's invysti- 
gations, such evasions and porvorsions of 
tho law, such ayatomatic frauda have beon 
porpotrated, as to be a disgrace to tho 
nation. Ho thinks a day has arrived ‘for

Ono of the most hopeful pieces of intel- 
ligonce conoerning tho Indians of thojNorth 
West that has beon received for a length 
of time is the following, which is furnished 
by the Battloford Herald of the 11th in: 
“Tho Indian schools on the reserves in this 
district have made great advances since 
they were taken in hand by the Ven. Arch- 
deacon McKay. On Thunderchild’s reserve 
the scheol under Mr. John Hope has an 
average attendance of thirty-five and at 
Moosomiit’s a similar number is on the roll. 
Mr. MoKay haa beon conducting tho latter 
school for some months past, and will now 
hand it over to Mrs. Applegar:h, wife of 
tho farming instructor, and open a school 
on Swoot Grass'a reserro. This is ono of 
tho largest reserves in the district,and pre- 
sonta a fine field for tho labors o/ the mis- 
sionary and schoolmaster. “The attondance 
at the school among the Crees at Eaglo 
Hills is also looking up. Thoro is more to 
be accomplished fy fectaicting the child- 
ronon the reserves than by any other 
means as yet attempted.”

We also think the managers 
of that Institute might advantageously in- 
vite some of the prominent farmers from 
the contiguous parts of Prince Edward 
County, such as the Dempseys, the Ander- 
sons, the Boultors and others to inter- 
chang» ideas and relate experiences, which 
would, we have no doubt, be beneficial to 
both parties. In conclusion, we must not 
forget to give due credit to the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and his colleagues 
for the origination of the idea of these In- 
stitutes, and for the manner in which they 
are carrying it out.

rr Dining With an Ex-King. 
My fortune has never carried me much 
among the great, but I have dined with a 
king, albeit a king deposed.- When Ekbal 
ood Dawlah, the ex-king of Oudh, came 
over to England to press his claims I was 
introduced to him by -Mr. Hector, who had 
married a dear and charminy friend of mine 
and who had been twenty-six years a mer- 
chant in Bagdad. Hence it was that as 
Mr. Hector's friend, he being also the old 
king’s, | was included ina famoaos dinner 
iten by Ekbal ood Dawlah at his house in 
Brompton, It was a dinner entirely in the 
Eastern “style, where we sat on the floor 
and ate with our fingers, Mr. Hector was 
very earnest on impressing on his wife and 
me the most scrupulous attention to two 
things, to touch nothing with our left 
hands—Uo we not all remember the men in 
the ‘Arabian Nights’ whose right hands were 
wrapped in their cloaks, and who thus 
were obliged to eat with their left —aud 
not to soil our fingers beyond the first joint. 
We al sat on cushions on the floor, where 
also the dinner was laid, Sir Henry Lay- 
ard, Sir Henry Rawlinson, Capt. Felix 
Jones, late resident at Bushire, and his 
wife, a pretty Chaldean and a Nestorian 
Christian, Prof. Vamberry and ourselves 
formed the purty. We first had a couche 
of rice on our plates, on which were after- 
wards placed all the meats of the table. 
When the king wished to honor us he 
scooped up some rice and laid it with his 
own hands on the plate designated. Wish- 
ing to specially honor Mrs. Hector he made 
up a ball of rice and put it into her mouth. 
I do not remember the dishes, besides ka- 
bobs and pheasants dressed to look like 
pears ; but the food was beyond measure 
delicious. After dinner gorgeous crea- 
tures, dressed in white, with bullion fringe 
to their sashes, brought round a basin,rose 
water, scented soap and a fringed and em- 
broidered towel, when we all washed our 
hands and were clean. Then came the 
turn of the servants. Though a water 
drinker for his own part, the king 
allowed wine, notably champagne, to 
those who liked it. And what struck me 
as specially royal and fine was that when 
the servants began their meal he went in 
and gravely served them himself with wine 
—a bottle of champagne in each hand. 
Mrs. Hector and I were rather out of the 
run of things, for the conversation was in 
Persian, Hindustani,or Arabic indifferently, 
and pretty httle Mrs, Jones was the only 
woman who could talk with the men. That 
all sorts of ‘‘merry jests” were said, por- 
haps broader thon would quite suit English 
tastes, was evident by the faces and the 
loud laughter of the men. Sometimes they 
translated for our benefit and sometimes 
they would not, and I never regretted more 
my ignoraneg of the environment in which 
I found myself.

There is one remarkable caso in New 
Mexico where the loat tributaries are plen- 
tiful, but the main stream does not exist, 
This is in a valley which lies between the 
Rio Grande and Pecos/rivers. The yalley 
being near the Sandia mountains,and shut 
out from tho streams on éach side by brok 
ep mountain chains. It is a well defined 
valley, not very broad, but having a length 
of perhaps 300 miles. Flowing into it, es- 
pecially on the western side near the up 
per end, and on the eastern side toward the 
lower are numerous lost tributarics,but th 
primary stream has so complotely disip 
peared that its bed cay only be found ut 
intervals 

In this valley lie the ruins of the 
Quivira, the existence of which is not ouly 
attested by the ruins themselves, but also 
by the accounts of the earliest Spanish sat 
tlors, The records of the Spanish up ‘to 
the latter part of tho seventeenth century, 
when they were oxpolled by the Indiansy 
are incomplete, aa the Indians destroyed 
all that was left behind. That the Gran 
Quivira was woll known to them,however, 
is shown by tho fact thatthe most promi- 
nent ruin there is that of achurch. There 
is now no water for many miles from thé 
ruins, That there must have been once 
can well be granted, for no large city would 
haye been built by human beings at a dis 
tance of 16 or 20 miles froma scanty wator 


supply. Tho valley may be named from 
this city and would then be the Gran 
Quivira valley. ,About. half-way down 


tho valley it is broken by a long, narrow, 
thin layer of lava, nowmuch broken up, 
and making a dosolate rogion, locall 
known as tho Mal-pais or “bad Jands.’ 
Tho crator from which the lava is derived 
wasnoar the northern ond of Mal-pais. 
Just above the Mol-pais an old river bed is 
reached at tho depth of about 260 foot;

If authors would carefully consider all the 
obstacles to literary success, it is _probabl 

they would be much more reserved in pub- 
lishing. But, nov knowing their own 
strength or weakness, they wantonly trust 
their frail vessels on an ocean strewn with 
wrecks. tis even true thdt those men 


aro the most forward to write who are the 
least capable of it. You can scarce find an 
example of a superficial orator who does 
not make long speeches, and there isa 
multitude of writers who seem always striv- 
ing to compensate further want of sense by 
4 torrent of words. Ability is so seldom 
joined with performance ‘that the most 
peated intellects aro rarely found wielding 
the pen, while the facile writers are o‘ten 
profoundly ignorant ofthe subjects they 
write upon,

Stray Cattle, 

Fuarmors are frequently at a loss to know. 
what they can do with cattle trespassing on 
their premises, As all know they can take 
them to the pounds provided by the town- 
ship authorities, or they may instead of de- 
livering them to a pound-keeper retain the 
wnimais in their own possession, provided 
they make no claims for damages done by 
the animals, and duly give the notices in 
such a case required by the Act respecting 
pounds, Such notices must be in writing, 
and are these: To the owner informin, 
him of your having taken up the cattle, 1! 
the animals aro worth $10 or more, a copy 
of the notice must be published in a news- 
paper in the county and continued in it 
once a week for three consecutive weeks. 
Notices for the sale of tho cattle must not 
be given for two months after such cattle 
are taken up, Tho notices of sale must 
be affixed and continued for three clear 
successive da’ in tho public places 
in the municipality, and must specify 
the time and place at which tho animal 
will be publicly sold, if not sooner re- 
placed or redeemed by the owner or some 
one on his behalf. They must, of course, 
furnish the cattle daily with good air, sufli- 
cient food, water and shelter during the 
whole time they have them confined,and so 
doing they may recover the value of such 
food, water and shelter, a well as a reason- 
able allowance for their time, trouble and 
attendance on the premises, from the own- 
orof the cattle. Such valuo or allowance 
as montioned may be recovered with costs, 
by summary proceedings before any Justice 
of the Peace within whose jurisdiction the 
animals are so confined, just as fines ponal+ 
tios or forfeitures for tho breach of any by 
law of tho municipality may by law be re- 
covered and énforced by any justice of the 
Peace; and it is for the J. P. to ascertain 
and determine the amount of such value 
and allowance whon not otherwise fixed by 
law. As tothe manner in which tho salo 
would have to be effected, the proceeds of 
it applied, ote., is furthor provided by tho 
Act above montioned.—Oshawa Vindicator.

The Ice to be Blown up by Dynrmite—What 
Exporience Says. 


(Tuesday's Daily.) 

When the temperature moderated on 
Monday and the thermometer registered 
above freezing point, the raising water 
came to a standstill, and so soon as the 
anchor ice ceased to come down the river 
began to recede. At 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing the water had fallen overa foot and 
has been gradually going down ever since. 
The damage done, however, is in no way 
repaired, for the houses which were flooded 
will be untenantable until the summer 
season sets in, 

The Street Surveyor received a despatch 
from Mr, Easterbrook, of Tweed, this 
morning, stating that his electric batte:

will be placed in the river and discharged 
symultaneously in the hope that the shock 
will start the blockade and clear the river 
of ico and anchor ice.

The spread, which was prepared by 
Mossre, Dickens & Sanderson, was sump: 
tuous and complete in every detail “and 
highly relished, 

The Mayor prosided, and had associated 
with him on she right Ald. W.J. Dia 
mond, Obasirman of Finance, Mr, Jas. 
McCrudden and Ohief McKinnon ; to the 
left, Mr. Wm, Johnson, Chairman of the 
Board of Education, and Mr. D. Ocker- 
man, the venerabler Collector of Taxes. 
Mr. D. B. Robertson, City Clerk, occupied 
the vice chair. Of the city officials present 
not mentioned were J. J. B. Flint, Eaq., 
Polico Magistrate; Mr. F. McKay, Asses- 
sor; Mr. R. Taylor, Street Surveyor; Mr. 
R. Tannahill, Treasurer ; Mr. J. W. Butter- 
field, Tax Collector, and Ald. Tickell, 
Alford, Pringle, Keith, Clarke, Graham, 
Pope, J. W. Johnson, Biggar, Petrie and 
the reporters. 

At 10:30 the Mayor proposed “The 
Queen.” God Save the Queen. 

The Governor General, responded to by 
J.J. B. Blint, Esq, 

The Army,Navy and Volunteers, happily 
responded to by Ald. J. W. Johngon, Aid. 
Biggar and Mr. D. B, Robertson, 

The vice-chair proposed the Board of 
Education, responded to by Mr. Wm.John- 
son. He paid u just and fitting tribute to 
the ex-Mayor-for the upright and straight- 
forward manner in which he had discharged 
the duty of the office he had occupied for 
tho past two years. Of the many worthy 
men who had filled the chief position in 
the gift of the city, he was, without doubt, 
the best.

Ald. Dianiond said as it had been his 
enatom to bring resolutions before the May- 
or, he could appropriately do so now. The 
remarks which had fallen from Mr, Johnson 
were none too highly colored. The ex- 
Mayor had labored for the common welfare 
of the city, and he (the speaker) had never 
called upon him for aid in matters apper- 
taining to the city and elsewhere, without 
receiving his assistance. There was not an 
Alderman in‘the Council who would not 
say that he was not an upright, honest 
Mayor, who legislated only for the good of 
the majority. There had been differences 
of opinion on many occasions in the Coun- 
cil, but they had been happily bridged over 
by the ruling of his Worship. He took 
much pleasure in proposing the health of 
ex-Mayor Dunnet. 

Mr. J.J.B. Flint said he wished to make 
a few remarks which would not be out of 
place ot this stage of the proceedings, He 
had been brought in contact with the host 
asa police commissioner and had found 
him not only a fit person to pass through 
the Mayor's chair buta man who put his 
brains and energy into the work. He had 
agreably filled the position and all who 
came in contact with him could not but be 
impressed with his agreableness. 

Chief McKinnon said the duties of his 
office often brought him in contact with the 
ex-Mayor and he had always found himalire 
to the duties of his office and discharged 
them with the same care and attention as 
though they had been his private matters. 

Ex-Ald. J. W. Johnson said it would 
not be proper to allow the present oppor- 
tunity to pass without every one present 
betng allowed to pay a tribute of praise for 
the retiring Mayor. He had taken the 
integrity which characterized him in his 
commercial pursuits into the council and 
none questioned his rulings while in the 
chair. Ho had not supported him at the 
last election, but if he were to offer himself 
again he should have his support. In the 
ferry matter the Mayor had done labor of 
which the citizens knew but little and had 

laced Belleville ina vory desirable position. 

he precedent set by him would bea guide 
for other Mayors for many yeara. 

Ex-Ald, Pope said he knew the host well, 
as ho was a atighbor of his, He did not 
know his politics nor did he care. He 
showed his good taste by building in 
Murney Ward and the people showed their 
appreciation by giving him a rousing ma- 
jority. 

Ald. Tickell paid a high tribute to the 
ex-Mayor for the manner in which he sent 
the volunteers from home. 

Ald. Petrie said he did not believe in 
mixing politics in municipal matters.
